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Nottingham  University 

The  announcement  that  University  Col- 
ege,  Nottingham,  has  been  granted  uni- 
versity status  (p.  101)  will  be  read  with 
[reat  satisfaction.  The  College  has 
waited  twenty  years  for  this  recognition, 
t  is  appropriate  that  Lord  Trent,  to 
/hose  father  the  College  is  so  largely 
ndebted,  becomes  the  first  Chancellor  of 
he  University.  When  the  College  was 
pened  by  King  George  the  Fifth,  it  was 
.nnounced  that  the  benefactions  of  the 
irst  Lord  Trent  (then  Sir  Jesse  Boot) 
otalled  about  £i  million.  The  ODening 
eremony  in  the  main  hall  of  the  building 
/as  a  pleasant  and  at  the  same  time  an  im- 
iressive  function  :  on  refreshing  my  mem- 
iry  from  the  account  in  The  Chemist  and 
)ruggist  of  July  14,  1928,  I  see  that  it 
/as  also  short.  The  handsome  building, 
rith  a  frontage  of  about  400  feet,  is  ad- 
mirably placed  in  park-like  grounds,  and 
>y  its  well-planned  layout  adds  to  the  com- 
ort  of  those  who  study  there.  Obviously 
his  great  educational  centre  was  destined 
I  attain  the  rank  of  a  university :  the 
nly  matter  for  surprise  is  that  the  recogni- 
ion  has  been  long  in  arriving.  Pressure  on

aving  lectures  relayed  by  loudspeaker. 

ociety  of  Chemical  Industry 

I A  news  paragraph  on  the  sixty-seventh 
leeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  In- 
ustry  (p.  101)  is  a  reminder  of  the  valu- 
ble  contribution  made  by  this  society  to 
ie  industrial  progress  of  the  country.  In 
ears  when  you  had  reasonably  extended 
[hough  not  unlimited)  space,  you  used  to 
Sve  half-a-dozen  or  more  pages  to  each  of 
Is  annual  events.  Some  of  your  younger 
paders  may  like  to  know,  and  some  older 
paders  to  be  reminded,  that  in  1894  a 
harmacist,  Mr.  E.  C.  C.  Stanford,  was 
resident  of  the  Society,  and  that  seven 
ears  later  another  pharmacist,  Mr.  (after- 
ards  Sir)  Joseph  Swan,  F.R.S.,  followed 
im  in  that  capacity  (I  do  not  know  of 


other  instances).  It  is  a  remarkable  fact 
that  Swan,  widely  remembered  for  his 
electric  lamp,  and  less  widely  for  his  in- 
ventions in  photographic  processes,  spent 
nearly  forty  years  in  retail  business.  As  a 
schoolboy  he  laid  the  foundation  of  his 
success  with  the  encouragement  of  an  en- 
lightened teacher.  During  apprenticeship 
he  continued  experimenting  at  such  times 
and  with  such  apparatus  as  conditions  per- 
mitted. As  early  as  i860,  when  thirty-one 
or  thirty-two  years  of  age,  he  made  a  trial 
of  lighting  with  a  spiral  of  carbonised  card 
placed  under  a  glass  shade  connected  to  an 
air  pump.  From  such  beginnings  to  presi- 
dency of  a  learned  society  is  a  long  step  ; 
but  Swan  seems  to  have  surmounted  every 
obstacle  with  ease.  The  Society  of  Chemi- 
cal Industry  is  concerned  for  the  most  part 
with  large-scale  manufacture  ;  but  research 
of  the  type  I  have  indicated  goes  on — 
and,  let  us  hope,  will  go  on — unceasingly. 

Notting  Hill 

While  the  rhapsody  of  the  late  G.  K. 
Chesterton,  cited  on  p.  132,  does  not  strike 
me  as  particularly  convincing,  it  serves  to 
eulogise  the  pharmacy  (and,  by  inference, 
the  pharmacists)  of  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting parts  of  London.  Notting  Hill  is 
now  little  more  than  a  postal  designation, 
as  the  south  side  of  the  main  road  from 
Marble  Arch  to  Shepherd's  Bush  Green 
belongs  to  Kensington  and  the  north  side 
of  the  road  to  North  Kensington.  But 
one  has  only  to  turn  right  or  left  off  High 
Street,  Notting  Hill,  to  find  many  historic 
associations.  In  a  house  on  the  south-east 
side  of  Campden  Hill  Sir  Isaac  Newton 
died  in  1727.  The  extent  of  the  famous 
Kensington  Gravel  Pits  has  never,  I  be- 
lieve, been  definitely  settled  ;  it  is  known, 
however,  that  they  were  situated  on  both 
sides  of  the  present  High  Street.  They 
were  a  resort  of  wealthy  invalids  from  the 
time  of  William  the  Third  to  about  1800. 
Their  "  country  air,"  Edward  Walford 
states  ("Old  and  New  London,"  V.  179), 
"  seems  to  have  been  preferred,  not  only 
to  that  of  Essex,  but  to  that  of  Kent." 
He  quotes  Garth's  "  The  Dispensary " 
(1699)  as  comparing  the  air  of  the  Pits  with 
Kentish  air.  Queen  Anne  borrowed  a 
house  in  the  locality  for  the  use  of  her 
children.  By  the  latter  years  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  the  high  ground  of  the 
Campden  Hill  district  had  attracted  num- 
erous artists — drawn,  possibly,  by  the  re- 
puted superiority  of  the  air.  Xrayser 
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THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT

The  Minister  of  Food  was  asked  by  Sir 
Cuthbert  Headlam  on  July  19  why  permit 
holders  for  quantities  above  sixty  rations  of 
soap  per  period  were  not  allowed  to  change 
their  suppliers  when  private  consumers  were 
allowed  to  do  so.  Dr.  Edith  Summerskill 
(Parliamentary  Secretary)  replied  that  the 
permit  holders  referred  to  had  been  allowed 
to  change  their  supplier  when  in  the  view 
of  the  Department  the  circumstances 
warranted  it.  The  Department  was  about 
to  examine  the  possibility  of  permitting  a 
general  change  when  the  permits  were 
reviewed  at  the  end  of  March  1949. 

Exports  of  Salt  to  Colonies 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was 
asked  by  Mr.  B.  T.  Parkin  on  July  21  who 
controlled  the  export  of  salt  to  the  Colonies, 
and  what  steps  he  was  taking  to  make  it 
available  to  small  firms  engaged  in  buying 
produce  as  Government  agents. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Belcher  (Parliamentary  Sec- 
retary) replied  that  there  was  no  control 
over  the  export  of  salt,  which  was  fairly 
plentiful ;  he  did  not  generally  consider  it 
necessary  to  take  any  special  steps  to  help 
particular  firms  to  acquire  supplies. 

Streptomycin  Supplies 

The  question  of  streptomycin  supplies 
(see  Cf  &  D.,  July  24,  p.  107)  was  again 
raised  (in  an  adjournment  debate  on  July  21) 
by  Mr.  S.  T.  Swingler,  who  spoke  of 
difficulties  that  had  been  encountered  in 
getting  a  supply  for  a  constituent,  although, 
after  he  had  appealed  to  the  Minister,  a 
supply  had  been  made  available  within 
twenty-four  hours.  He  demanded  further 
facts  about  the  supply  position,  and  asked 
what  was  the  manufacturing  position  in  this 
country  at  the  moment,  and  how  soon  the 
country  would  be  independent  of  buying 
supplies  in  the  United  States,  how  many 
hospitals  were  authorised  to  have  a  supply  ; 
how  many  treatment  units  were  established  ; 
and  how  many  more  would  shortly  be  so 
authorised  when  the  regional  hospital 
boards  had  made  their  plans.  If  there  are 
not  sufficient  beds  in  those  hospitals  in 
which  the  drug  could  normally  be  used, 
who  had  the  discretionary  power  to  send 
a  supply  to  other  hospitals? 

Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan  replied  that  the 
use  of  streptomycin  was  still  in  its  early 
stages,  and  the  drug  had  to  be  used  care- 
fully because  it  had  a  toxic  effect.  It  was 
desirable    that    streptomycin    should  be

therefore  going  on.    The  supply  was  beii 
planned,  and  British  production  was  beii 
increased    to   meet   all    needs.     All  tl 
regional  boards  had  been  asked  to  say 
what  hospitals   and'  sanatoria  such  ca 
could  be  brought  together.  Twenty-six 
these  treatment  centres  had  already  be 
provided,  and,  so  soon  as  it  was  kno 
where  the  additional  ones  were  to  be  esta 
lished,  supplies  of  streptomycin  would 
provided  for  them.   Arrangements  had  be 
made  to  supply  streptomycin  for  cases 
other  hospitals  if  there  was  no  bed  for  th 
in  a  recognised  centre.    A  doctor  at  a 
hospital   could  get  streptomycin  in  su 
circumstances  by  applying  to  the  Minist 
of  Health  Supplies  Division  (Kensingt 
3471,  extension  102). 

It  was  estimated  that,  to  treat  all  cases 
miliary  tuberculosis,  tuberculous  mening:

National  Health  Service 

Mr.  Bevan  told  Mr.  G.  R.  Chet- 
wynd  on  July  22  that  the  provisional 
figure  for  the  number  of  general  practition- 
ers who  had  joined  the  National  Health 
Service  in  England  and  Wales  by  July  10 
was  18,575,  subject  to  further  checking.  The 
total  number  of  general  practitioners  in 
England  and  Wales  was  believed  to  be 
about  21,500.  Mr.  Peter  Freeman  asked 
whether  the  regulations  allowed  doctors  or 
dentists  employed  in  the  Health  Service  to 
hold  financial  interests  in  patent  medicines 
or  other  proprietary  articles  of  a  medical 
nature.  Mr.  Bevan  replied  "  There  is  no 
power  in  the  National  Health  Service  Act  to 
make  regulations  on  that  point  the  Hon. 
Member  has  raised." 

SCOTTISH  CHEMICAL 
INDUSTRY 

The  Scottish  Office  has  issued  a  second 
review    of    the    main    developments  and 
trends  in  the  economic  affairs  of  Scotland 
(Cmd.  7459,  H.  M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
is.  6d.).   The  review  deals  with  the  calen- 
dar year  1947  and  outstanding  events  of 
the  early  part  of  1948.    Of  the  chemical 
industry  it  records  that  an  already  well- 
established  centre  in  the  Grangemouth  area 
is  to  be  augmented  by  an  extensive  factory 
for  the  processing  of  chemicals  from  petro- 
leum.    A  substantial  number  of  Scottish 
women  workers  are  being  trained  in  order 
to  form  a  nucleus  staff  at  the  new  factory 
in  Aidrie  of  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. 
Cooper,    McDougall    &   Robertson,  Ltd., 
plan  to  extend  their  Glasgow  works  con- 
siderably  according   to   a   scheme   to  be 
carried  out  in  stages  during  the  next  few 
years  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,000,000, 
and  to  give  employment  on  completion  to 
an  additional  300-400  workers.   Five  new 
projects  in  the  Scottish  chemical  industry 
approved  in  1947  will,  when  in  full  produc- 
tion, require  500  employees.  Further  work 
has  been  done  by  the  Scottish  Seaweed 
Research  Association,  and  commercial  de- 
velopments in  alginate  products  are  being 
carried  out  by  Alginate  Industries,  Ltd.,  at 
their    factories     at     Girvan,  Barcaldine, 
Kames  Bay  and  Lochboisdale.    The  field 
of  potential  industrial  uses  of  seaweed  is 
widening;  from  alginic  acid  and  its  salts, 
products  have  been  obtained  for  use  in 
several  industries  including  food,  textiles, 
plastics  and  cosmetics.    A  soluble  alginic 
swab  for  surgical  use  is  one  of  the  more 
recent  products.

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MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


Penicillin  in  Scarlatina. — Under  intra- 
muscular injection  of  90,000-150,000  units 
of  penicillin  twice  daily,  sore  throat  in 
1,000  patients  with  scarlet  fever  treated  by 
Jersild  ("Lancet,"  May  1,  p.  671)  sub- 
sided rapidly,  the  febrile  period  was  only 
4-5  days  (against  7  days  in  sulphanilamide- 
treated  controls),  and  no  otitis  or  nephritis 
developed  as  a  complication.  The  rash  of 
scarlet  fever  was  not  influenced  by  the 
treatment.  Mastoidectomy  was  rendered 
unnecessary  in  all  but  two  out  of  fifty- 
six  patients  admitted  to  hospital  with  a 
streptococcal  otitis. 

Fluorides  in  Drinking  Water.  —  F.  J. 
Maier  ("  American  Journal  of  Public 
Health,"  i947-37-i5i3-l644)>  stat(;s  that 
optimal  prophylactic  effect  of  fluorides  on 
caries  is  obtained  within  the  range  of  1  to 
1.5  parts  per  million.  Greater  concentra- 
tions are  associated  with  mottled  enamel  or 
dental  fluorosis.  More  than  500  communi- 
ties in  the  U.S.  are  now  using  public  water 
supplies  containing  in  excess  of  1.5  p.p.m. 
of  fluorides,  and  most  removal  processes  now 
available  appear  to  be  either  too  expensive 
to  operate  or  too  complicated  for  routine 
application. 

Streptomycin  Dermatitis.  —  Rauch- 
werger  and  others  ("  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,"  February 
28,  p.  614)  report  cases  of  sensitivity  to 
streptomycin.  Six  nurses  at  a  tubercu- 
losis hospital  developed  symptoms  of  rash 
and  pruritus,  and  in  two  patients  there  was 
denuding  of  the  skin  over  the  ends  of  the 
thumbs  and  index  fingers  of  both  hands. 
Dermatitis  affecting  the  skin  round  the 
eyes,  the  elbow  flexures  and  the  hands,  in 
four  out  of  some  eighty  nurses  who  had 
been  handling  streptomycin  for  periods  of 
from  six  weeks  to  six  months,  is  reported 
by  Crofton  and  Foreman  ("  British  Medical 
Journal,"  July  10,  p.  71).  Skin-sensitivity 
tests  were  positive  in  the  four  affected 
nurses  but  negative  in  controls.  The  authors 
recommend  that  persons  handling  the  drug 
should  wear  rubber  gloves  and  avoid  soil- 
ing the  skin  with  streptomycin. 

Antihistaminic  in  Skin  Diseases. — Over- 
ton ("British  Medical  Journal,"  May  8, 
p.  876),  who  used  Antistin  (2N-phenyl-N- 
benzyl-aminomethyl  imidazolin)  in  a  num- 
ber of  skin  diseases  observed  that  the  drug 
gave  relief  of  symptoms  in  urticaria  and 
angioneurotic  oedema,  some  eczematous 
eruptions  with  cedema,  and  occasionally 
other  itching  dermatoses.  It  gave  results 
in  some  cases  in  which  Benadryl  failed. 


Undesirable  effects  occurred  in  fourteen 
out  of  eighty-seven  patients.  Administra- 
tion was  usually  by  mouth  in  increasing 
doses  until  a  therapeutic  result  wa; 
achieved  or  toxic  symptoms  occurred,  01 
a  total  of  800  mgm.  of  the  drug  daily  hac 
been  given. 

Uses  of  Propylthiouracil.  —  Grauer, 
De  Walt  and  Elkin  ("  American  Journa 
of  Medical  Science,"  1 948.2 15. 1- 122 
report  the  clinical  effects  and  laboratory 
response  to  thiouracil  and  propyl thiouraci 
observed  in  100  thyrotoxic  patients  treatec 
for  almost  three  years.  Propylthiouracil  i 
claimed  to  be  less  toxic  and  more  poten 
than  thiouracil  and  can  apparently  be  usee 
with  relative  impunity  in  thiouracil-treatec 
patients.  Pre-surgical  preparation  of  thyro 
toxic  patients  with  the  antithyroid  drugs  les 
sens  the  mortality  rate  and  decreases  th> 
period  of  hospitalisation.  Jackson  ("  Journa 
International  College  of  Surgeons,"  194.7 
576)  also  considers  propylthiouracil  a  mud 
safer  drug  than  thiouracil  in  hyperthyroid 
ism.  The  dosage  of  propylthiouracil  fo 
this  condition  is  usually  50  mgm.  thre 
times  daily  until  the  basal  metabolic  rat 
approaches  normal,  after  which  a  mainten 
ance  dose  of  50  mgm.  daily  is  given.  Thy 
roidectomy  remains  the  most  satisfactor 
treatment  of  hyperthyroidism,  but  pre 
operative  use  of  propylthiouracil  and  iodin 
is  considered  valuable. 

Sequelae  to  Atom  Bomb  Explosion.- 
The  medical  sequelae  of  the  atomi 
bomb  explosions  at  Hiroshima  and  Naga 
saki  have  been  reviewed  by  G.  V.  LeRo 
("Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Assc 
ciation,"  1 947.1 34. u)  The  injuries  re 
suited  from  concussion,  heat,  light  an 
ionising  radiations.  Some  burns  occurre 
in  individuals  who  were  2^  miles  from  th 
area  of  explosion.  The  ionising  radiation: 
mostly  gamma  rays,  produced  thre 
degrees  of  injury.  In  those  most  heavil 
exposed,  fever  and  diarrhoea  appeared 
patients  usually  failed  rapidly  and  died  i 
about  ten  days.  In  about  one  month,  th 
intermediate  group  lost  their  hair.  The 
experienced  gastro-intestinal  disturbance; 
frequent  diarrhoea,  fever,  anaemia,  leucc 
paenia  and  purpura,  and  died  from  pnei 
monia  and  septicaemia.  In  the  least  expose 
groups,  aplastic  anaemia  was  the  chi* 
cause  of  death.  LeRoy  lists  four  steps  c 
treatment  after  exposure  to  gamma  radic 
tion  :  maintain  fluid  and  acid-base  balanc< 
control  infection,  combat  haemorrhagic  ter 
dency  and  correct  anaemia.

The  Ministry  of  Supply  Atomic  Energy 
Research  Establishment  at  Harwell,  Berks, 
was  open  to  Press  visitors  recently.  The 
apparatus  which  visitors  saw,  in  addition 
to  the  first  atomic  pile  ("  Gleep,"  see  C.  & 
D.,  1 947.II.21 3)  to  be  erected  in  Britain, 
was  plant  for  the  separation  of  stable  iso- 
topes of  carbon  and  oxygen  by  fractional 
distillation.  The  process  for  the  separation  of 
carbon  isotopes  makes  use  of  the  difference 
of  about  1/100  F.  in  the  boiling  points  of 
compounds  of  the  two  isotopes,  the  com- 
pound used  being  (liquid)  carbon  monoxide. 
The  liquid  is  distilled  and  the  fractions 
separated  by  use  of  a  vertical  fractionating 
column.  It  is  estimated  that  the  plant 
will  produce  carbon  13  at  the  rate  of  about 
0.3  gm.  per  day.  That  amount  should 
meet  present  demands  for  research  pur- 
poses in  Britain.  The  production  of  radio- 
active isotopes  at  Harwell  has  increased 
from  seventeen  per  month  in  September 
1947  to  122  in  June  1948.  Isotopes  for 
experimental  work  are  being  supplied  to 
Oxford  and  Edinburgh  Universities,  Uni- 
versity College  Hospital,  London,  and  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  in  addition  to 
certain  centres  in  Denmark  and  Sweden. 
The  Establishment  is  producing  sufficient 
isotopes  for  the  medical  research  in  Britain. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  has 
established  a  radiobiological  research  unit 
at  Harwell  to  carry  out  investigations  into 
the  effect  of  radiations  on  living  matter. 
Another  Ministry  of  Supply  establishment, 
the  radiochemical  centre  at  Amersham, 
Bucks,  is  shortly  to  undertake  the  packing 
and  distribution  of  radioisotopes  produced 
in  the  Harwell  pile. 
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ENTOMOLOGISTS  DISCUSS  INSECTICIDES 


New  insecticides  were  among  subjects 
dealt  with  at  the  Fifth  Commonwealth 
Entomological  Conference  in  London,  July 
22-30.  Dr.  R.  A.  E.  Galley  (scientific 
secretary  to  the  Insecticides  Co-ordinating 
Conference  and  the  Insecticides  Develop- 
ment and  Research  Committee),  opening  a 
discussion  on  "  Recent  Developments  in 
Insecticides  "  said  that  a  large  amount  of 
investigation  was  being  done  in  the  formu- 
lation and  means  of  application  of  chlor- 
inated hydrocarbon  types  of  insecticide 
such  as  DDT  and  into  the  possibility  of 
cumulative  toxicity.  New  insecticides  re- 
lated to  DDT  included  the  compounds 
(C1.C6H4)2.  CH.CHC12,  which  was  slightly 
less  toxic  than  DDT,  and  (CHsO.CeHs). 
CH.CCI.3,  which  had  proved  effective 
against  ticks  and  horn  beetles. 

Hexachlorbenzene,  or  more  correctly 
hexachlorcyclohexane  (H.C.B.),  which  was 
particularly  useful  against  wireworms,  un- 
fortunately tainted  certain  crops,  possibly 
owing  to  an  impurity  or  to  a  decomposi- 
tion product.  If  the  tainting  difficulty 
could  be  overcome  the  compound  could  be 
much  more  widely  applied.  Work  was  in 
progress  to  determine  the  optimum  rates 
of  application  and  concentrations  of  the 
compound.  Other  new  chlorinated  hydro- 
carbon insecticides  included  chlordan, 
which  had  been  used  successfully  in 
America  against  the  Japanese  beetle,  body 
louse  and  grasshopper,  and  chlorinated 
camphene  (containing  about  6s  per  cent, 
chlorine),  which  was  stated  to  be  four 
times  as  toxic  as  DDT. 

Phosphorus  Compounds 

Phosphorus-containing  insecticides  such 
at  tetra-ethyl  pyrophosphate,  which  were 
particularly  effective  against  mites  and 
aphides,  had  been  first  developed  in  Ger- 
many, but  were  now  being  produced  com- 
mercially in  America.  They  hydrolysed 
rapidly,  with  loss  of  insecticidal  activity, 
and  therefore  possessed  no  dangerous 
residual  effects.  A  phosphorus  compound 
E.605,  which  was  highly  toxic  to  red 
spiders,  was  an  exception.  It  had  a  resi- 
dual effect  and  should  not  be  issued  for 
general  use  until  its  toxicity  had  been 
thoroughly  investigated. 

Systemic  insecticides  (such  as  the  com- 
pound (CH3)2N)2P.O.F)  were  absorbed  by 
the  plants  through  the  roots.  The  com- 
pounds so  far  investigated  were  too  toxic 
for   genera}   use,   and   usually  contained 


fluorine  or  phosphorus.  Substituted  pyre- 
thrins  had  been  prepared  in  an  attempt 
to  combine  the  effects  of  DDT  and  pyre- 
thrum. 

Dr.  Galley  made  an  appeal  for  a  uni- 
form nomenclature  of  insecticides  through- 
out the  Commonwealth  and  pointed  out 
the  advisability  of  conferring  with  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  which  had 
already  devised  a  nomenclature  system. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Dr. 
Martin  said  that  willow  beetles  had  been 
killed  within  twenty-four  hours  when  fed 
experimentally  on  willow  cuttings  that  had 
imbibed  a  systemic  insecticide.  Radio- 
active phosphorus  was  to  be  used  to  trace 
the  course  and  effect  of  the  compounds, 
which  appeared  to  have  an  intense  fumi- 
gant  action.  Other  speakers  warned 
against  the  production  and  use  of  new  in- 
secticidal compounds  before  adequate  in- 
vestigation into  the  hazards  their  use  might 
entail. 

Mode  of  Action 

Dr.  V.  B.  Wiggles  worth,  F.R.S.  (direc- 
tor, Agricultural  Research  Council  unit  ol 
insect  physiology,  Cambridge  University) 
said  that  the  mode  of  action  of  insecticides 
could  be  conveniently  considered  under 
the  headings:  (1)  How  is  the  insecticide 
picked  up?  (2)  How  does  the  compound 
enter  the  body  of  the  insect?  (3)  How 
does  the  insecticide  intervene  in  the  vita) 
processes  of  the  insect  and  cause  death? 

Movement  was  often  necessary  before 
the  insecticide  could  be  picked  up  by  the 
insect.    The  beating  wings  of  a  flying  in- 
sect, for  example,   became  contaminated 
with    drops   of   insecticidal   mists,  whicf 
were  transferred  to  vulnerable  parts  of  tht 
body    when    the    insect    cleaned  itself 
Residual  films  were  more  active  when  the) 
contained    crystals,    and    experiments  or 
DDT   distempers   had   shown   that  large! 
crystals   were  more   effective   than  small 
ones.    There  was  no  clear  evidence  abou! 
where  DDT  entered  the  body,  the  lethal 
dose  of  DDT  (LD  50)  for  the  cockroach! 
for  example,  being  similar  whether  by  in! 
jection  or  by  surface  application. 

DDT  affected  the  nervous  system  o:l 
insects,  causing  over-excitability  and  incolj 
ordination,  and  acted  on  muscle  to  caus<|j 
tetanic  contractions.  Exhaustion  alone! 
however,  was  not  the  cause  of  death,  foijl 
death  ensued  if  intoxicated  insects  wen! 
anaesthetised  or  given  injections  of  glucose  II 
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The  toxic  action  of  insecticides  might  be 
iue  to  a  structural  resemblance  to  some 
mbstance  essential  to  the  insects'  life.  It 
bad  been  shown,  for  example,  that  if  the 
:hloroform  molecule  residue  in  DDT  were 
replaced  by  a  more  soluble  substituent,  the 
:ompound  ceased  to  be  toxic. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Ross  (chief  of  the  Fruit 
Insects  Investigation,  Canadian  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture)  said  that,  in  observa- 
tions in  Canada,  DDT  had  proved  par- 
ticularly useful  against  codlin  moth.  Fac- 
tors against  accepting  the  compound  as  a 
generally  useful  insecticide,  however,  in- 
:luded  its  lack  of  toxicity  to  numerous 
pests,  and  the  possible  danger  of  accumu- 
lated residue  to  plant  growth,  grazing 
mimals  and  milk  supplies.  There  was  no 
ividence  that  the  "  sane  "  use  of  DDT  was 
dangerous  to  bees,  and  there  had  been  no 
report  of  DDT  injury  to  trees  except 
when  the  compound  had  been  applied 
simultaneously  with  summer  oil.  Outbreaks 
Df  mites  had  followed  regularly  the  use  of 
DDT  in  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada,  but  it 
had  been  found  that  alternate  sprayings 
vith  DDT  and  lead  arsenate  (in  summer 

MYCOLOGISTS  DISCUSS 

\t  the  fourth  Commonwealth  Mycological 
Conference.  London,  July  19-24,  Dr.  D. 
3now  (representing  Great  Britain)  in- 
troduced a  discussion  on  "  Losses  due  to 
ungi  in  Stored  Products."  Dr.  Snow 
said  that  the  incidence  of  infection  due  to 
noulds  in  stored  feeding  stuffs  depends 
)n  the  relative  humidity  of  the  atmos- 
phere in  which  the  products  are  stored. 
\  relative  humidity  of  72  per  cent,  is,  for 
scample,  safe  for  storage  periods  up  to 
:nree  months,  but  for  periods  of  up  to 
tee  years  the  relative  humidity  should 
ae  not  more  than  65  per  cent.  The 
noisture  contents  of  feeding  stuffs  in 
iquilibrium  with  65  per  cent,  relative  hu- 
nidity  varied,  he  said,  from  8.4  to  14.6 
per  cent.  Mould  species  that  attacked 
the  products  created  a  range  of  critical 
relative  humidities  necessary  for  their 
germination.  In  the  lowest  range  were 
aspergillus  species.  Research  was  necessary 
the  critical  humidity  of  germination. 
Among  compounds  that  had  been  used 
to  combat  mould  development  were  borax, 
boric  acid  and  sulphonamide  compounds 

Another  speaker  at  the  Conference 
pointed  out  that  no  mould  grew  in  cocoa 
beans  if  the  moisture  content  of  the  beans 
was  below  8  per  cent.  Contaminated 


oil)  controlled  all  pests.  In  Nova  Scotia, 
workers  were  attempting  to  evaluate  the 
effect  of  insecticides  on  pests  and  their 
natural  enemies.  The  speaker  warned  that 
indiscriminate  spraying  of  DDT  might 
start  a  "  vicious  circle  "  by  disturbing  the 
natural  balance  of  the  insect  population. 
Future  work  on  insecticides  might  with 
advantage  be  directed  towards  supplement- 
ing natural  control.  Chlordan  had  little 
place  amongst  insecticides  except  against 
grasshoppers ;  it  had  a  prolonged  residual 
effect. 

Dr.  D.  Miller,  New  Zealand,  thought 
the  absence  of  bees  in  Singapore  immedi- 
ately after  the  war  had  been  caused  by 
the  widespread  use  of  DDT.  Evidence 
from  New  Zealand,  however,  suggested 
that  DDT,  applied  to  apple  trees,  appeared 
to  cause  no  harm  to  bees,  so  long  as  it  was 
applied  when  the  trees  were  not  in  bloom. 
Another  speaker  maintained  that  the 
phrase  "  disturbing  of  the  natural  bal- 
ance "  of  insect  and  other  life  when  ap- 
plied to  the  use  of  insecticides,  was  usually 
meaningless,  for  the  natural  balance  had 
already  been  disturbed  by  agriculture. 

LOSSES  DUE  TO  MOULDS 

beans,  which  had  been  rendered  unfit  by 
moulds  for  the  manufacture  of  cocoa, 
might  still  be  suitable  for  the  extraction 
of  cocoa  butter  and  theobromine ;  for, 
though  mould  infection  liberated  free 
fatty  acid  from  cocoa  butter,  ketone  or 
peroxide  formation  was  rare.  The  cocoa 
butter  product  required  treatment  with 
alkali,  with  consequent  loss  in  "yield.' 

Registration  of  Fungicides 

In  a  discussion  on  fungicides  Dr.  I.  L. 
Conners  (a  Canadian  delegate)  said  that 
all  fungicides  and  insecticides  for  sale'  in 
Canada  must  be  registered  in  the  Domin- 
ion before  sale,  and  worthless  products 
were  excluded  from  the  register.  In  1937 
a  large  number  of  proprietary  prepara- 
tions had  been  found  of  doubtful  value, 
but  by  1940  the  number  of  preparations 
found  deficient  on  test  had  declined. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Cunningham,  New  Zealand, 
said  that  many  fungicides  formerly  avail- 
able in  his  country  were  dangerous  to 
plant  life,  but  a  voluntary  scheme  of  certi- 
fication had  been  instituted  by  the  New 
Zealand  Government.  Chemical  analysis, 
originally  the  principal  basis  of  examina- 
tion, had  been  supplemented  more  re- 
cently by  biological  standards. 
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BRIGHTON,  where  the  eighty-fiftf 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceu 
tical  Conference  is  being  held,  Augus 
30-September  3,  has  been  the  Conference 
meeting-place  on  three  previous  occasions 
In  1872  the  greater  part  of  the  proceeding: 
was  devoted  to  a  discussion  on  education 
and  "  those  who  had  the  progress  of  phar 
macy  at  heart  were  hardly  gratified  witl 
the  hurried  four  hours  on  the  second  day 
which  was  all  that  was  given  to  the  propei 
functions  of  the  Conference."  In  1905 
handful  of  members  were  seduced  from  th< 
sessions  to  go  on  a  pharmaceutical  sight 
seeing  tour  of  Paris  with  the  Paris  corres 
pondent  of  the  C.  &  D.  By  1927 — th< 
third  occasion — the  Conference  had  settlec 
down  into  its  modern  form  and,  under  the 
able  chairmanship  of  Mr.  D.  Lloyc 
Howard,  who  devoted  his  opening  addresiB 
to  an  account  of  recent  developments  irB 
the  design  and  construction  of  chemicaB 
plant,  was  a  conspicuous  success. 

Brighton  and  Hove  Pharmacies

150th  Anniversary 

The  business  of  Glaisyer  &  Kemp  (Che- 
mists), Ltd.,  Castle  Square,  this  year  cele- 
brates its  150th  anniversary.  For  nearly  a 
century  after  its  foundation  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Glaisyer  family  were  in  part- 
nership with  various  Kemps.  Mr.  Frederick 
Guy,  the  first  owner  not  bearing  either  of 
those  names,  was  succeeded  in  1926  by  his 
two  sons,  Messrs.  A.  W.  and  F.  J.  Guy, 
the  present  directors. 

R.  Walder,  Ltd.,  Duke  Street,  is  a  busi- 
ness with  a  flourishing  homoeopathic  de- 
partment. One  director,  Mr.  F.  W. 
Fowles,  has  been  about  sixty  years  in  the 
business  and  still,  on  periodical  foraging 
expeditions  in  the  county,  brings  home  the 
plants  from  which  to  make  some  of  the 
homoeopathic  preparations  sold  by  the 
company. 

Secretary  of  the  Brighton  and  Hove 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
Mr.  Edgar  Jones,  whose  main  business  is 
at  Preston  Drove,  Brighton,  with  branches 
at  Trafalgar  Street,  Brighton,  and  Boun- 
dary Road,  Hove.  The  Trafalgar  Street 
shop,  which  is  only  a  few  minutes'  walk 
from  the  central  station,  has  its  well- 
equipped  dispensary  on  the  first  floor,  with 
a  waiting  room  for  patients  on  the  ground 
floor.  Mr.  Jones,  who  qualified  in  1902, 
and  both  passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
mist examination  and  won  the  Council's 
silver  medal  in  1903,  served  as  secretary 
of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
(under  N.H.I.)  for  thirty-five  years. 

Western  Road  and  its  continuation, 
Church  Road,  make  an  important  shop- 
ping artery  extending  through  Brighton 
and  Hove,  parallel  to  the  seafront.  It  is 
well  sprinkled  with  pharmacies,  the  most 
prominent  of  which  is  a  complete  block 
owned  by  Boots,  Ltd. — its  large  dispensing 
department  supplemented  by  what  is  vir- 
tually a  department  store,  complete  with 
restaurant  and  ballroom.

Mr.  Sydney  Lane  retired  from  active  parti 
cipation  in  the  business.  Mr.  Stedman  qua 
lifted  in  1936,  a  prizeman  of  the  London 
School  of  Pharmacy.  It  is  a  point  01 
pride  that  all  galenicals  and  specialities! 
including  a  number  of  exclusive  toilej 
preparations,  are  manufactured  on  tffl 
premises. 

Messrs.  Jackson's  pharmacy  is  today  carl 
ried  on  by  Mrs.  Jackson,  her  husband'I 
health  preventing  him  from  active  work  ijj 
the  business.  Two  qualified  assistant! 
(one  of  whom  has  worked  in  the  shop  fol 
nineteen  years)  are  needed  to  cope  witll 
the  amount  of  dispensing.  A  new  shopfrontl 
fitted  in  1936,  retains  not  only  the  carl 
boys  and  shoprounds,  but  also  the  original 
professional  atmosphere. 

Throughout  both  towns  pharmacy  .il 
carried  on  at  a  high  professional  level  II 
establishments  too  numerous  to  be  deal! 
with  in  this  brief  summary. 

Brighton  Wholesalers 

On  the  manufacturing  side,  Brighton'! 
name  is  kept  prominently  before  pharmal 
cists  both  at  home  and  overseas  as  thl 
home  of  Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd. — posl 
sibly  the  world's  largest  makers  of  pills  a 
well  as  considerable  manufacturers  and  disl 
tributors   also   of   tablets,    galenicals  and 
specialities.  The  "  Chemists'  Own  Brand,] 
a  specialised  form  of  packaging  and  servicj 
which  Messrs.  Cox  have  been  operating  fol 
many   years,    has    demanded    a  compleJ 
"  machinery  "  of  administration  as  impresl 
sive  as  are  the  batteries  of  machines  to  b| 
found   in   all   the  manufacturing  departl 
ments  of  the  business.  Plant  for  high-speel 
quantity  production  of  pills — in  the  coat 
ing  room  alone  are   assembled  as  man 
machines  as  might  suffice  for  the  pill  d 
partments  of  many  pharmaceutical  man 
facturers  providing  a  generalised  service 
customers — is  matched  by  the  number 
highly-skilled  operatives  employed,  whos 
experience  and  manipulative  ability  in  sil 
vering,     varnishing,     sugar-coating  an 
other  processes  explains  the  confidence  r 
posed  in  the  company  by  its  customers.  Th 
point  is  confirmed  by  the  high  proportio 
of  senior  to  junior  members  in  the  produ 
tion  departments — a  feature  most  notice 
able  to  a  chance  visitor  to  the  works.  Spac 
is  not  available  in  these  columns  to  de 
cribe    the    numerous    manufacturing  pro 
cesses,  but  evidence  of  the  company's  pro- 
gressive spirit  and  up-to-date  efficiency  il 
to  be  found  in  the  presence  of  such  item| 
of  plant  as — in  the  pan-room — an  emulsil 
fying  machine  that  fans  into  the  blendin;bj 
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essel  from  an  oyerhead  travelling  gantry; 
i  the  laboratory,  an  electrical  instrument 
ir  titration  measurement;  and  in  the  tab- 
;t  room,  an  ingenious  rotating  "  record  " 
r  disc  for  counting  more  than  one  variety 
f  tablet  simultaneously  into  one  bottle, 
kittle  wonder  that  the  slogan  "Cox  of 
Irighton "  has  the  character  of  a  hall- 
lark.

/ere  read  by  the  late  Mr.  R.  A.  Gripps, 
'h.C,  F.I.C.  (public  analyst  for  Bourne- 
nouth),  who  two  years  earlier  had  brought 
is  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  business 
0  Hove  from  Haywards  Heath.

Gripps.  a  pioneer  in  the  standardisation  of 
inctures  and  liquid  extracts,  was  well 
nown  for  the  high  standard  of  his  pro- 
ucts,  based  from  the  start  on  rigid  ana- 
ytical  control.  As  employer  he  had  what 
hen  seemed  an  almost  revolutionary  in- 
erest  in  the  welfare  of  his  staff,  and  intro- 
luced  a  scheme  of  holidays  with  pay,  for 
nstance,  more  than  forty  years  ago.  Time 
yas  to  prove  the  policy,  as  well  as  the 
galenicals,  to  be  sound  enough,  for  the  staff 
oday  includes  three  members  who  were 
vith  the  firm  during  the  1905  conference, 
n  1 9 15  the  founder's  son,  Mr.  D.  H. 
Gripps,  M.P.S.,  was  taken  into  partnership, 
ind  1935  saw  the  formation  of  the  present 
)rivate  limited  company.  Mr.  'D.  H.  Cripps 
las  held  the  office  of  governing  director 
lince  the  death  of  his  father,  and  the  tradi- 
ion  of  the  business  has  been  maintained 
ind  vigorously  developed  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  galenicals  of  all  kinds. 

Pharmaceutical  Education  in  Brighton 

Brighton  is  also  a  centre  of  pharmaceu- 
tical education.  At  the  Technical  Col- 
ege,  under  Mr.  H.  B.  Mackie,  B.Pharm., 
Ph.C,  the  pharmacy  department  is  a  model 
rf  laboratory  layout  and  equipment.  The 
College  was  the  first  provincial  training- 
centre  to  be  recognised  by  the  University 
of  London  as  providing  all  the  necessary 
facilities  to  students  taking  the  B.Pharm. 
(London)  degree,  and  was  the  one  in  all 
Britain  chosen  to  accommodate  Polish 
pharmacists  engaged  on  refresher  courses 
in  this  country  in  1947.  Students  have 
the  great  advantages  of  a  life  shared  with 
entrants  for  other  scientific  careers ;  of 
access  to  a  library  stocked  on  a  scale  to 
challenge  comparison  with  .the  libraries  of 
colleges  in  far  larger  towns;  of  a  full  range 
of  modern  apparatus  (the  sterilisation 
equipment  is  noteworthy) ;  and  not  least  of 
association  with  a  principal  whose  strong 


personality  and  independent  outlook  are  re- 
flected in  a  textbook  in  which  characteristic 
and  unusual  approach  is  made  to  the 
teaching  of  pharmacy  as  a  subject.

The  Outlook  for  Insecticides 

The  fact  that  a  whole  day  at  the  Fifth 
Commonwealth  Entomological  Conference 
(see  page  146)  was  devoted  to  a  discussion 
hi  insecticides  and  their  application, 
whereas,  at  the  previous  Conference  (held 
thirteen  years  ago)  the  subject  did  not  even 
appear  on  the  agenda,  is  a  measure  of 
the  increasing  importance  of  insecticidal 
compounds.  From  a  manufacturing 
point  of  view,  their  ultimate  possibilities 
were  suggested  in  the  claim  by  one  dele- 
gate that  "  in  the  foreseeable  future " 
workers  might  have  an  "  amazing  control  " 
of  insect  pests.  At  present,  the  task  of  the 
manufacturer  must  be  mainly  one  of  re- 
search, and  especially  to  investigate  the 
hazard  of  toxicity  to  man,  animals,  plants 
and,  not  least,  the  natural  enemies  of 
pests.  The  note  of  warning  was  dominant 
at  the  Conference,  as  evidenced  by  the 
applause  given  to  speakers  who  urged  that 
adequate  trials  should  be  made  of  insecti- 
cides before  they  were  placed  on  the  market. 

Since  many  aspects  of  research  on  the 
mode  of  action  of  insecticides  run  paral- 
lel with  work  on  antibiotics  and  drug  ac- 
tion, the  subject  should  commend  itself  to 
pharmaceutical  workers  already  established 
in  those  fields.  Whereas  insecticidal  com- 
pounds at  present  available  appear,  as  the 
Conference  chairman  (Sir  John  Fryer) 
pointed  out,  to  have  been  "  picked  out 
with  a  pin,"  another  speaker  (Dr.  Wiggles- 
worth)  outlined  a  plan  of  research  that 
should  provide  a  basis  for  the  discovery 
of  compounds  with  predetermined  pro- 
perties.   Work  should  be  directed,  in  the 


words  of  another  delegate,  towards  supple- 
menting natural  control.  Charges  of 
"  upsetting  the  balance  of  nature  "  may  be 
set  in  their  right  perspective  since,  as  was 
pointed  out  at  the  Conference,  the  very 
practice  of  agriculture  has  that  effect. 

Record  Export  Totals 

The  result  of  the  country's  efforts  to  in- 
crease exports  and  reduce  imports  is  be- 
ginning to  be  reflected  in  the  trade  returns. 
The  international  trading  account  of  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  first  half  of  this 
year  shows  that  the  adverse  balance  be- 
tween imports  and  exports  has  been 
slightly  reduced.  Exports  during  June, 
including  re-exports,  of  all  descriptions  of 
commodities  reached  the  record  total  of 
£138.85  millions  (£92.9  millions  in  June, 
1947)  and  for  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year  shipments  aggregated  no  less  than 
£774.8  millions,  compared  with  £550.8 
millions  in  January  to  June  1947.  Im- 
ports rose  slightly  in  June  to  £177.1  mil- 
lions, with  the  six  months'  total  at  £1,027.2 
millions,  compared  with  £817.8  millions  in 
January-June  1947.  The  deficit  on  the 
country's  international  trading  account  for 
the  period  January-June  was  £252.4  mil- 
lions, against  £267.0  millions  in  the  cor- 
responding period  of  1947. 

Shipments  of  products  of  the  "  Chemi- 
cals, etc."  group  continue  to  increase,  with 
the  June  total  at  £7.16  millions  and  £40.1 
millions  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 
In  1947  the  shipment  totals  were  £5.6 
millions  and  £31.0  millions,  respectively, 
showing  an  increase  of  no  less  than  £9 
millions  on  the  six-months'  trading.  Im- 
ports of  chemical  products  amounted  to 
£2.8  millions  in  June  and  £15.9  millions 
in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  an  in- 
crease of  £4.5  millions  on  the  value  of  the 
landings  in  January-June  1947.  The 
credit  balances  were  £24.2  millions  for 
the  six  months  of  this  year,  compared  with 
£19.6  millions  in  January-June  1947. 
The  margin  for  this  year  would,  of  course, 
have  been  substantially  greater  but  for  the 
fact  that  many  sections  of  the  industry 
have  been  called  upon  by  the  Government 
to  give  priority  to  home  requirements. 

Exports  of  manufactured  drugs,  medi- 
cines and  medicinal  preparations  are  ris- 
ing; the  June  total  was   £1.43  millions, 
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compared  with  £1.27  in  May  and  £1.18 
in  April.  The  target  for  the  end  of  the 
year  is  a  monthly  average  of  £2.15  mil- 
lions. A  welcome  improvement  is  shown 
in  the  proprietary  medicine  trade,  which 
contributed  £483,096  towards  the  manu- 
factured medicines  exports  total,  compared 
with  £397,770  in  May  and  £382,479  in 
April.  June  shipments  of  quinine  totalled 
284,269  oz.,  valued  at  £54,791,  which  was 
over  three  times  the  quantity  exported  in 
the  previous  month  and  more  than  double 
pre-war  exports.  Aspirin  exports  at 
55,885  lb.,  valued  at  £14,440,  were  rather 
disappointing  in  June;  shipments  for  the 
first  six  months  this  year  were  £98,000  less 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1947. 
Insulin  exports  realised  £28,354. 

A  welcome  improvement  is  recorded  in 
exports  of  perfumery  and  toilet  prepara- 
tions which  in  June  totalled  £297,586, 
against  £277,053  in  May.  Cosmetics  sales 
at  £592,828  were  about  the  average  of 
recent  months  but  a  considerable  increase 
is  shown  in  tooth  and  denture  prepara- 
tions, etc.,  which  reached  £81,036,  com- 
pared with  £49,258  in  the  previous  month. 
Shipments  of  British-distilled  essential  oils 
in  June  were  valued  at  £48,571  (May, 
£29,542),  and  of  toilet  soap,  £120,387 
(£116,038). 

The  chief  destinations  and  values  (in 
millions)  of  shipments  of  chemical  pro- 
ducts during  January-June  were  as  fol- 
lows:  India  and  Pakistan,  £3.51;  Austra- 
lia, £2.44;  Union  of  South  Africa,  £2; 
Sweden,  £1.75;  Eire,  £1.72;  Argentine 
Republic,  £1.63;  Egypt,  £1.63;  France, 
£1.59.  On  p.  159  details  are  given  of 
import  and  export  totals,  for  the  six 
months  ended  June  30,  of  a  number  of 
classes  of  goods  and  the  corresponding 
half-yearly  totals  for  other  years. 

A  Trace-element  Traced 

Workers  on  the  newly  discovered  anti- 
pernicious  anaemia  factor  (see  C.  &  D.} 
May  1,  p.  563,  and  June  5,  p.  728)  in  the 
research  department  of  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  under  Mr.  E.  Lester  Smith  have  de- 
tected the  presence  of  cobalt  in  the  com- 
pound. This  has  occasioned  some  surprise 
since,  although  cobalt  is  recognised  as 
an  essential  trace-element,  it  has  not  pre- 
viously been  reported  present,  so  far  as 


the  workers  are  aware,  in  an  isolated  com-| 
pound  of  natural  origin.  Colorimetricl 
estimations  have  shown  that  the  vacuum- a 
dried  crystals  of  the  factor  contain  4  perl 
cent,  of  the  element,  equivalent  to  a  mole-| 
cular  weight  for  the  compound  of  about! 
1,500,  assuming  one  molecule  to  contain! 
one  atom  of  cobalt.  The  value  agrees! 
closely  with  an  x-ray  crystallographic  de-l 
termination  conducted  by  the  same  investi-l 
gators.  American  workers  have  discovered! 
simultaneously  the  presence  of  cobalt! 
in  a  liver  factor  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  8,  p.! 
598)  which  they  term  vitamin  Bi2. 

Seeds  of  Discontent 

The  development  recently  in  Australia,! 
after  seven  years  of  experiment,  of  a  new! 
eucalypt  yielding  ten  times  as  much  oil! 
as  the  wild  tree  has  reintroduced  the  sort 
of  problem  that  attended  the  historic 
attempts  of  China  to  prevent  the  export 
of  her  silkworms.  Eventually,  as  is  well 
known,  the  eggs  of  the  bombyx  (silkworm) 
moth  were  smuggled  out  of  the  country. 

High  prices  are  now  being  offered,  it 
seems,  for  a  handful  or  less  of  the  seeds  of 
the  new  Australian  eucalypt  (see  C.  &  D., 
April  10,  p.  456),  and  a  Federal  Govern- 
ment export  embargo  might  not,  on  the 
precedent  of  the  silkworm,  prove  "  water- 
tight." A  single  smuggling  might,  indeeJ,. 
in  a  few  years  —  for  the  eucalypts  are] 
among  the  fastest-growing  of  trees — I 
spread  the  new  species  all  round  the! 
world.  That  it  could  be  acclimatised! 
elsewhere  is  evident,  for  botany-mindedl 
visitors  to  Cornwall  may  have  seerJ 
for  themselves  a  grove  of  very  large  euca-J 
lypts  around  an  old  house  on  the  west  side  ! 
of  Swanpool,  a  coastal  suburb  of  Falmouth.  1 
The  aromatic  fragrance  of  the  trees  I 
assails  from  quite  a  distance  the  nostrils  | 
of  tourists.  Their  presence  in  that  spot  is  I 
understood  to  be  due  to  seed  sown  many|l 
years  ago  by  an  Australian  who  built  the! 
house.  Already  more  than  six  dozen  I 
countries  are  cultivating  various  species  ofj 
eucalyptus.  The  new  Australian  discovery  [1 
would  give  the  Dominion  a  noteworthy  ad- 
vantage over  its  competitors.  Not  surpris- 
ingly, Australian  growers  have  called  for 
Government  action  to  prevent  export  of 
the  seeds.  The  success  of  such  efforts,  if  I

Meeting  of  Executive 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the 
Scottish  Department  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  held  in  Edinburgh  on  July 
14,  the  following  officers  and  committees 
were  elected:  Chairman,  Mr.  C.  G.  Drum- 
mond,  Edinburgh  ;  Vice-chairman,  Mr.  C. 
W.  Macfarlane,  Dundee.  General  Pur- 
poses Committee :  The  chairman,  vice- 
chairman,  Messrs.  J.  Anderson,  W.  S.  Cul- 
bert,  W.  T.  Elder,  A.  B.  Gilmour  and  A. 
Murray.  Parliamentary  Committee:  The 
chairman  and  vice-chairman,  with  Messrs. 
C.  Coutts,  W.  S.  Gulbert.  A.  B.  Gilmour, 
R.  S.  Graham,  J.  Simpson  and  J.  H. 
Tainsh.  Dr.  Tait  said  that  a  report  sub- 
mitted at  the  final  conference  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Insurance  Committees  had 
pointed  out  that  for  many  years,  under 
National  Health  Insurance,  pharmacists 
had  been  underpaid.  Dr.  McCall  re- 
ported on  a  meeting  he  had  attended  of 
the  Drug  Accounts  Committee  (Scotland) 
at  which  it  was  made  clear  that  when 
glucose  was  ordered  on  an  N.H.S.  prescrip- 
tion it  should  be  dispensed  and  would  be 
paid  for.  He  had  secured  a  definite  ruling 
from  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scot- 
land that  any  drugs  ordered  on  National 


Health  Service  prescriptions  would  be 
allowed  and  paid  for;  appliances  would, 
however,  have  to  be  supplied  strictly 
according  to  the  schedule  in  the  Regula- 
tions. Prescriptions  written  on  infirmary 
forms  would  not  be  allowed,  as  the  doctor 
in  such  a  case  was  not  a  contractor  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

A  Farewell  Occasion 

The  Chairman  said  that  that  was  the 
last  Executive  meeting  at  which  Dr.  Tait 
would  appear  in  his  official  capacity  as 
Resident  Secretary.  Dr.  Tait  had  given 
fifty-seven  years'  service  to  the  Society,  and 
the  Executive  was  planning  to  give  him  a 
complimentary  dinner  on  October  13.  He 
asked  for  the  Executive's  appreciation  of 
Dr.  Tait's  services  to  be  recorded  in  the 
minutes.  Mr.  A.  Murray  associated  him- 
self with  the  chairman's  remarks. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Executive  should 
be  described  as  "  Executive  of  the  Scottish 
Department."  Drs.  Tait  and  McCall 
represented  the  Department  at  the  recent 
annual  conference  of  the  Society  of  Chem- 
ical Industry  in  Edinburgh  (see  C.  &  D., 
July  24,  p.  1 01). 


PUBLICATION  OF  RESEARCHES 


New  types  of  scientific  precis  journals  may 
be  the  outcome  of  a  recommendation  to 
be  made  by  the  recent  Scientific  Informa- 
tion Conference  of  the  Royal  Society  (see 
C.  &  D.,  June  26,  p.  832),  for  it  has 
recommended  that  the  Royal  Society 
should  consult  editors  of  scientific  journals 
to  ascertain  whether  precis  journals  pub- 
lished by  groups  of  already  existing  jour- 
nals in  certain  fields  would  be  of  value  and 
whether  the  scheme  would  be  supported  by 
the  editors. 

Support  from  Dominions 

The  recommendation  as  submitted  met 
with  particular  support  from  certain 
Dominion  delegates.  In  the  general  recom- 
mendations put  forward  by  the  section  of 
the  Conference  investigating  the  publica- 
tion and  distribution  of  research  papers, 
stress  is  laid  on  the  need  for  proper  pre- 
paration by  authors  of  their  material. 
Editors  and  others  responsible  for  handling 
papers  in  draft  form  are  urged  to  ensure 


that  material  is  published  only  on  its 
merits  as  scientific  information.  Members 
of  the  section  voiced  their  disapproval  of 
scientific  papers  written  for  "  pot-boiling 
purposes  "  or  for  seeking  promotion.  A 
further  recommendation  appeals  to  those 
responsible  for  deciding  on  appointments, 
promotions,  etc.,  not  to  use  "  the  amount 
of  space  in  learned  Societies'  periodicals 
occupied  by  a  candidate's  writings  "  as  a 
measure  of  merit.  Professor  J.  D.  Bernal, 
F.R.S.,  editor  of  the  section,  described  the 
recommendations  and  conclusions  at  a  ses- 
sion on  June  29  as  "  significant "  and 
"  completely  justifying  its  deliberations." 
On  chemical  notation,  the  Conference 
recommended  that  machinery  should  be 
established  without  delay  for  evaluating 
the  various  systems  to  which  publicity  had 
recently  been  given.

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LEWIS'S  DISPENSATORY 

By  Adest 


IN  the  eighteenth  century  apothecaries 
and  dispensing  chemists  were  served  by 
a  succession  of  dispensatories,  under 
which  term  may  be  included  a  few  books 
similar  in  content  though  otherwise  des- 
cribed. The  names  of  Bate  (with  his 
translator  Salmon),  Quincy,  Fuller,  Pem- 
berton  and  James  are  familiar  to  students 
of  pharmaceutical  history.  It  seems  strange 
that  so  little  is  now  heard  of  the  dispen- 
satory which  in  the  second  half  of  the 
century  was  the  most  popular — or  at  any 
rate  the  most  frequently  printed — that  of 
William  Lewis.  He  matriculated  at  Ox- 
ford in  1 731,  took  his  M.B.  degree  there 
ten  years  later,  and  in  1 7A5  became  a 
Doctor  of  Medicine  and  a  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society.  His  Dispensatory,  first 
published  in  1753,  was  preceded  by  "A 
Course  of  Practical  Chemistry"  (1746), 
founded  on  George  Wilson's  "  Compleat 
Course  of  Chymistry  "  (1699),  and  was 
followed  by  "  An  Experimental  History  of 
the  Materia  Medica  "  (1761).  On  the 
title-page  of  each  book  he  used  the  initials 
M.B.  Lewis  practised  medicine  in  Lon- 
don and  at  Kingston-on-Thames.  He  died 
in  1 78 1.  After  his  Dispensatory  had  run 
through  at  least  three  editions  in  London, 
it  appeared  in  Edinburgh  in  1786  under 
the  title  "  The  New  Dispensatory  .  .  . 
Being  an  Attempt  to  collect  and  apply  the 
Later  Discoveries  to  the  Dispensatory  pub- 
lished by  W.  Lewis,  M.B.,  F.R.S.  ...  By 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  at  Edinburgh." 
The  editor  was  A.  Duncan,  who  afterwards 
renamed  the  work  "  The  Edinburgh  New 
Dispensatory."     His  revision  was  thorough. 

Systematic  Arrangement 

Lewis  undertook  his  task  methodically. 
His  subtitle  names  the  five  parts  into 
which  the  Dispensatory  is  divided,  and 
ends :  "  The  Whole  interspersed  With 
Practical  Cautions  and  Observations.  In- 
tended as  a  Correction,  and  Improve- 
ment of  QUINCY."  The  preface  contains 
a  blunt  criticism  of  current  books  of  the 
same  class  :  — 

"  The  reformation  which  the  pharma- 
copoeia of  London  has  undergone,  has 
not  been  equally  followed  by  those  who 
have  built  upon  it.  Many  obsolete  and 
absurd  compositions  are  still  retained  by 
them  all  .  .  .  and  so  much  foreign 
matter,  and  ridiculous  stories,  interwove 
[sic],  as  if  the  compilers  endeavoured  to 
recommend  their  books  by  their  bulk, 


rather    than   by   any   new   and  useful! 
matter." 

His  own  book,  comprising  708  pages,  con-fli 
sists  of  (1)  introduction  (describing  appara- 
tus, processes  and  so  forth) ;  (2)  materia 
medica  ;  (3)  Pharmacopoeia  Officinalis 
(4)  Pharmacopoeia  Extemporanea ;  (5) 
Pharmacopoeia  Pauperum.  The  fifth  sec- 
tion is  described  as  "  containing  a  Collec- 
tion of  cheap  and  efficacious  Medicines. 
made  use  of  in  the  Hospitals  of  London 
and  Edinburgh,  and  the  Army."  Some  oi 
these  medicines — for  instance,  Spiritus 
Lavendulae  Compositus — do  not  look  very 
cheap.  The  definition  of  "  pharmacy "  in 
the  introduction  is  a  medical  practitioner's 
rather  than  a  pharmacist's  :  "  Pharmacy  is 
the  art  of  preparing  and  compounding 
natural  substances  for  medicinal  purposes 
in  a  manner  suitable  to  their  respective 
properties,  and  the  intentions  of  cure." 

Current  Opinions 

By  the  standards  of  his  age,  Lewis  was 
an  enlightened  practitioner.  He  saw — to 
take  an  obvious  example — the  improbabi 
lity  of  deriving  any  satisfaction  from  pre 
scribing  bezoar.  He  wrote  :  "  The  stones 
examined  by  Slare  as  oriental  bezoar  did 
not  dissolve  in  acids ;  those  which  Grew 
and  Boyle  made  trial  of  did."  A  similar 
contradiction,  it  appears,  resulted  from 
testing  with  rectified  spirit.  Bezoar,  he 
concluded,  "  cannot  be  considered  in  any 
other  light  than  as  an  absorbent ;  and  is 
much  the  weakest  of  all  the  substances  of 
that  class." 

Bismuth,  it  may  be  remembered,  was  re 
garded  with  suspicion  by  eighteenth-cen 
tury  prescribers.  Possibly,  even  probably,' 
the  metal  was  impure.  In  the  Dispensatory 
we  read  that  "  a  calx  and  flowers  of  this 
semimetal  have  been  recommended  as 
similar  in  virtue  to  certain  antimonial  pre- 
parations ;  but  are  at  present  of  no  other! 
use  than  as  a  pigment  or  cosmetic."  In 
the  second  edition  (1768)  of  his  book  on 
materia  medica,  Lewis  gave  a  more  defi- 
nite opinion  :  — 

"  The  white  flowers  sublimed  from  j 
this  metal,  and  the  white  magistery  pre- 
cipitated by  water  from  its  solution  in 
aqua  fords,  have  been  recommended 
[externally  and  internally]  ...  it  is  not 
certain  what  their  real  effects  are,  or 
even  whether  they  are  safe.  At  present, 
they  are  employed  only  as  a  fucus,  nor 
is  this  use  of  them  entirely  innocent ; 
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for  they  gradually  impair  the  natural 
complexion,  and  .  .  .  occasion  a  thick- 
ness and  defedation  of  the  skin." 
Of  musk  he  wrote  that  it  "  has  been 
for  some  time  pretty  much  out  of  use, 
even  as  a  perfume,  on  a  supposition  of  its 
occasioning  vapours,  etc.,  in  weak  females, 
and  persons  of  a  sedentary  life."    On  the 
other  hand  he  quoted  Dr.  John  Wall  as 
an  advocate  of  its  value  in  certain  cases, 
adding :  "  I  have  .  .  .  sometimes  increased 
the  dose  as  far  as  twenty  grains  every  four 
hours,  with  two  or  three  spoonfuls  of  the 
musk  julep  between." 

The  gradual  transition  from  "  Fiat  jula- 
pium  "  to  "Fiat  mistura  "  in  prescriptions 
was  occurring  about  the  time  the  Dispensa- 
tory appeared.  One  of  the  headings  is : 
"Mixtures;  including  juleps,  draughts,  and 
emulsions."  This  section  comprises  fifteen 
juleps,  seven  draughts,  three  mixtures  and 
one  emulsion :  the  mixtures  measure  res- 
pectively about  Sij.,  Bvj.,  and  Bvj.  In

DDT  and  Sheep  Blue-Fly.  —  On  ex- 
amination of  some  3,000  sheep  treated  with 
DDT  and  arsenical  dips  against  blue-fly, 
Stamp  and  others  ("  Veterinary  Record," 
July  io,  p.  335)  conclude  that  the  DDT 
appeared  to  have  some  advantage  over  ar- 
senic on  clean  sheep  but  to  be  incapable  of 
giving  efficient  protection  to  dirty  animals. 

Polyarthritis  in  Suckling  Pigs. — Chap- 
man ("Veterinary  Record,"  1947. II. 626) 
reports  that  Sulphamezathine  [sulphadi- 
methyl  pyrimidine]  had  a  marked  curative 
effect  on  piglets  affected  by  an  outbreak  of 
polyarthritis  (navel-ill).  Doses  of  15  mils  of 
a  16  per  cent,  solution  subcutaneously  once 
daily  were  tolerated  ;  30  mils  caused  severe 
toxic  symptoms.  Higher,  and  more  fre- 
quent, dosage  was  fatal. 

Sulphanilamide  Treatment  of  Bovine 
Mastitis. — During  a  ten-month  experiment 
on  a  herd  of  fifty-five  cows  using  intra- 
mammary injections  of  a  30  per  cent,  sul- 
phanilamide emulsion  against  Str.  agalac- 
tia infection,  Edwards  ("  Veterinary  Re- 
cord," January  31,  p.  45)  found  that  the 
infection  rate  was  reduced  in  milking  cows 
\  from  63  per  cent,  to  5  per  cent.  At  the 
end  of  the  experiment,  however,  the  herd 
was  not  clear  of  infection,  despite  con- 
tinuous therapy  to  all  newly-infected  cows. 

Penicillin  in  Cattle.  —  Kelly  and  Bell 
"Veterinary  Record,"  1947. II. 591)  have 
investigated  the  absorption,  distribution 
and  excretion  of  penicillin  in  cattle 
after    administration    parenterally    or  by 


the  1786  New  Dispensatory  the  number 
of  this  group  of  preparations  was  con- 
siderably increased.  A  new  definition  of 
"mixture"  was  given:  — 

"  A  Mixture,  more  strictly  so  called, 
receives     more     efficacious  materials, 
whether  soluble  in  water,  as  extracts  or 
salts,  or  indissoluble,  as  powders  ;  more 
regard  being  here  had  to  the  medicinal 
intention    than    to    the    sightliness  or 
palatableness  of  the  compound.  There 
is  indeed  no  precise  distinction  between 
the  two  [mixture  and  julep]  ..." 
As  has  been  indicated,  Lewis's  work  re- 
ceived extensive  rearrangement  and  addi- 
tion in  the  Edinburgh  version.  One  fact 
mentioned  in  it  is  worth  recording  here. 
In  preparing  Baume's  extract  of  opium, 
the  ingredients  were  boiled  together  for 
three  months  if  boiling  was  continuous,  or 
for  six  months  if  the  process  was  stopped 
at  night.    The  selling  price  of  the  extract 
was  not  stated.

infusion  into  the  »udder.  Incorporation 
of  the  penicillin  in  oil  and  wax,  and  in  sul- 
phanilamide lactoside,  or  formaldehyde  sul- 
phoxylate  was  found  to  delay  only  slightly 
the  excretion  of  penicillin  administered  by 
injection.  For  maintaining  an  adequate 
level  of  penicillin  in  the  blood,  the  authors 
suggest  a  dose  of  two  mega  units  eight- 
hourly.  Penicillin  persisted  in  the  lactating 
udder  after  intramammary  infusion  in 
various  vehicles  for  at  least  fourteen  hours. 
The  drug  did  not  pass  into  the  milk  after 
parenteral  injection  or  into  the  blood  after 
intramammary  infusion. 

Veterinary  Use  of  Pethidine. — Pethi- 
dine is  found  by  Archer  ("  Veterinary  Re- 
cord," 1947. II. 401)  to  be  a  "useful 
analgesic  for  many  conditions  especially 
those  associated  with  spasm  of  smooth 
muscle  "  in  veterinary  investigations.  In 
large  animals,  the  analgesic  effect  is  devel- 
oped "  within  a  few  minutes  "  of  dosing  by 
the  intravenous  route,  or  after  15-25  minutes 
by  the  intramuscular  route.  For  horses, 
the  dose  varied  considerably.  Up  to  1,000 
mgm.  could  be  given  without  signs  of  dizzi- 
ness, but  no  more  than  500  mgm.  had  been 
given  intravenously.  Pethidine  had  also 
been  used  with  success  in  the  calving  of 
heifers,  and  was  of  value  in  colic  in  small 
animals,  although  of  little  use  in  rheuma- 
toid conditions.  Analgesic  doses  of  10 
mgm.  for  a  terrier ;  200-400  mgm.  for  a 
horse  ;  and  300-600  mgm.  for  a  cow,  by 
injection,  are  recommended.

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  July  23 

The  only  price  movement  in  the  Fin 
Chemicals  and  Drugs  market  last  weel- 
was  a  five  cents  decline  in  the  quotatior 
for  Menthol  bringing  the  new  range  to 
$9.50-$9.75  per  lb.  The  reduction  is  en 
tirely  attributable  to  the  lack  of  demand 
and  any  substantial  inquiry  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  sharp  upward  adjustment  in 
line  with  higher  ideas  of  value  in  Brazil 
There  is  very  little  demand  for  Mercur? 
and  bids  below  the  current  inside  figure  of 
$75. per  flask  would  be  accepted  in  the  case 
of  a  large  order.  The  market  is  virtually 
flooded  with  supplies.  A  strike  at  the 
plant  of  a  Salicylate  and  Bromide  manu 
facturer  will  result  in  tightness  of  sup 
plies  in  the  coming  months  unless  a  settle 
ment  is  quickly  reached.  Consumers  are 
expected  to  enter  the  market  for  theii 
winter  requirements  in  the  ne.ar  future 
Deliveries  of  synthetic  Glycerin  are  ex 
pected  to  start  early  next  month  against 
contracts.  Meanwhile,  the  market  for 
natural  glycerin  remains  firm  and  no 
change  in  current  price  levels  is  expected 
for  at  least  a  month. 

Forward  buying  was  again  absent  from 
the  Botanical  Drugs,  Spice  and  Gum 
markets  last  week.  Depression  of  price 
levels  is  common  and  it  is  clear  that  a 
new  market  position  was  being  established 
for  all  the  materials  constituting  the 
botanical  drug  market.  Price  declines 
were  not  so  numerous  as  in  recent  weeks, 
however.  Ipecacuanha  declined  five  cents 
per  lb.  to  $4.90  on  the  inside — a  price 
which  it  was  thought  would  be  shaded  in 
the  case  of  a  substantial  order.  Spanish 
Saffron  was  $2.50  lower  at  $26.00,  and 
here  also  it  was  stated  that  a  substantial 
order  would  bring  a  slight  shading  of  the 
price. 

Inquiry  for  Citrus  oils  has  increased  as 
a  result  of  the  recent  hot  weather  but  I 
other  Essential  Oils  were  reported  meet-' 
ing  with  very  little  demand.  The  week's 
price  movements — all  declines — included  a 
reduction  in  Spearmint  from  $6.75  per  lb. 
to  $6.50.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  reported 
that  foreign  shippers  of  Lime  oil  are  hold- 
ing for  better  prices. 


More  definite  signs  of  improvement  in  home 
trade  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  are 
now  apparent.  Several  factors  have  in- 
fluenced the  pronounced  lull  of  recent 
months,  one  being  the  inauguration  of  the 
National  Health  Service  which  was  ex- 
pected to  disturb  to  some  extent  the  pattern 
of  trade.  It  is  not  yet  possible  to  estimate 
all  the  changes  which  will  result  from  the 
new  demands  on  the  trade,  but  it  is  thought 
in  many  quarters  that  business  will  be 
greatly  increased  when,  with  the  approach 
of  the  autumn  months,  the  new  Service 
gets  into  its  stride.  Meanwhile,  the  sud- 
den return  of  warmer  weather  has  caused 
an  increased  inquiry  for  Insecticide 
Chemicals  and  for  Calamine  and  other 
products  for  use  in  sunburn  alleviating 
preparations.  Prices  generally  show  little 
change.  Acetanilide  is  fractionally 
easier.  Amphetamine  prices  for  base  and 
sulphate  have  been  reduced  by  20s.  per  lb., 
making  the  new  price  for  1-cwt.  lots,  120s. 
per  lb.  English-refined  Camphor  is  one 
shilling  per  lb.  cheaper ;  the  quotation  for 
1-cwt.  is  now  8s.  3d.  per  lb.  Terpineol 
prices  have  been  reduced  by  sixpence  per 
lb.  for  both  B.P.  and  perfumery  grades. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  markets  for  Botanical  Drugs  con- 
tinue quiet.  Prices  are  little  changed  on 
the  week.  A  small  quantity  of  Canada 
balsam  for  microscopic  work  is  being 
offered  at  20s.  per  lb.

Importers  of  Honey 
report  that  although  it  is  still  early  to 
forecast  the  size  of  the  Australian  crop 
there  are  indications  of  an  increase  in  pro- 
duction. U.K.  imports  of  Australian 
honey  for  the  year  ended  June  30  totalled 
6,655  tons.  Recent  arrivals  of  common 
round  Rhubarb  are  of  good  quality, 
although  there  is  still  a  remnant  of  wormy 
material  in  merchants'  hands.  In  the  Gum 
and  Wax  markets,  prices  are  stationary.
